SCHOOL REPORT. 


Our schools have made gratifying progress during the 
year and our teachers are entitled to much credit for their 
work. We have had twenty-six weeks of school in the 
village, twenty-five weeks in each of the schools in the south 
part of the town, sixteen weeks on Atwell hill and the 
scholars were carried from there to the village ten weeks. 
Ellsworth hill was entieled to more last year so we gave 
them twenty-seven weeks this year. We found scholare 
enough on Atwell hill to make it seem advisable to main- 
tain a school there, but did not find enough on east or west 
side or in Buffalo district. The registers for the year end- 
ing with the summer term show the names of 108 different 
pupils with an average attendance of 80 per cent. ‘Truant 
officers report shows 94 scholars in town between five and 
_sixteen years of age. Treasurer’s report will show the 
uames of teachers, wages and other miscellaneous expenses.
